The Rehabilitation 
O f W a r Casualties

WELL, THE boy* ar* cornin* 
home from the war*.

Method* of Rehabilitation 
Well, they have been through 
plenty, these returning warriors 
and deserve all the very best we 
can give them. Sum* of them, es- I 
penally fliers, are pretty well 
broken up emotionally and why . 
wouldn’t they be? A keen, clear- 1 
eyed young medical officer was 
telling me the latest method they I 
have of rehabilitating these men. 
I suppose all of us stay-at- 
homes when we read the individ­ 
ual stories of what one or another 
of the^e men have gone through 
wonuer how we oui elves would 
have acted lf those horrors had 
happened to us. I hope I would 
have acted all right, but as I ex­ 
amine myself I honestly don’t 
know. Some of the experiences are 
too inhuman to be conceived as in 
a state of civilization. No wonder 
that many, although they act with 
manly fortitude during the ordeal, 
have the memory haunt them until 
they are unfit for duty. 
The particular group of which 
my mediral officer friend was 
•peaking had gone through such 
experiences and were in the state 
that I suppose is what we called 
shell shock in the last war. They 
don’t want to talk and they don't 
want to associate with anyone 
else. They become motose and 
asocial. 
A treatm ent which has Droved 


qure successful consists in in­ 
ducing a kind of twilight sleep, 
and getting them to talk while 
they are in this condition. D is in­ 
duced by giving a mild anaesthetic, 
or at least an anaesthetic that can 
be controlled as to the amounts of 
its effects. It is pentothal sodium 
and is given in the vein with a 
hypodermic syringe. Just enough

the 
•hocked man’s reserve and allow 
him to talk. 
He is led to talk about the ex­ 
perience that affected him so deep­ 
ly and when once the flood gate* 
ere opened he talks freely. This 
has the psychological effect of 
bringing what wat in his subcon­ 
scious up into experience and after 
he comes out oil the anaesthetic 
he talks it over and over with a 
sympathetic psychiatrist who is 
able to explain the mechanism of 
his experience, show him that they 
are rot abnormal or nothing to be 
ashamed of. The treatm ent un­ 
usual as it sounds has had a large 
record of successes. 
This is one of the methods in use 
for the mental rehabilitation of 
war casualties. Of coulee in the 
field of physical rehabilitation of 
maimed limbs, eyes and tars th# 
most scientific and effective meth­ 
ods are now in constant use. 
Besides this I am strongly in 
favor of rehabilitation in th* way 
of education. These young men 
have had the most fruitful year* 
of their lives taken away from 
them—years during which under 
peacetime conditions they would 
be getting a higher education. Thi* 
defect should be corrected. And 
I do not mean entirely vocational 
training, but broad basic cultural 
education. Let us make G.I. Joe 
mean General Information Joe. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
F. C.t — Are motion pictures 
bad for children’s eyes? 
A.: Movie* have no bad effect* 
on the eyes of healthy persons. 
Nervous people may react by 
headaches to intermittence (al­ 
though thi* has been almost elim­ 
inated with modern types of pro­ 
jector) and startling changes of 
light. A survey of 14,000 children 
as to any symptoms after watch­ 
ing movie* showed that 69 per 
cent had no reactions of the eyes 
being tired and strained after 
watching movie* and 25 per ecnt 
generally had tired eyes, the re­ 
mainder feel their eyes tired 
sometimes after a movie.

To be eligible for meal farm ers 
need only to have receipts show­ 
ing that their beans were m arket­ 
ed, the AAA office has been In­ 
formed. Many farm ers have been 
withholding 
sales of their 
soy­ 
beans because they have been un­ 
aware of this fact. 
Under the meal plan, which is 
designed to assure equitable chs- 
: tribution during the 1944-45 seas­ 
on, a portion of the available sup­ 
ply is subject to set-aside order. 
The set-aside meal is allocated to 
growers 
who are also 
livestock 
feeders and who are unable to 
outam from the trade either their 
livestock 
requirem ents 
to 
the 
amount of meal that can be pro­

from the 
soybeans

MILITARY, PRINCES CLASH 
Probably if Tojo had been win­ 
ning victories, during this period, 
he could have u'on out in his Cabi­ 
net struggle. Rut Japan w'as suf­ 
fering bitter m ilitary reverses. The 
m ilitary were blaming them on J a ­ 
pan’s m erchant prinrea, and prin­ 
ces were blaming them on the m ili­ 
tary. 
Finally Tojo fell. 
H om ier 
Koiao, 
who 
replaced 
him, has made no attem pt to con­ 
tin! the cartels. His most im port­ 
ant appointment, to the all im port­ 
ant post of Munitions Minister, the 
post which Tojo created for him­ 
self, was that of Ginjiro Fujiwara. 
a Mitsui man. 
As 
soon aa Fujiw ara 
became 
M inister of Munitions, he made it 
d e a r that this was a m ajor vic­ 
tory for business over the Army 
and Navy by taking over all Army- 
Navy arsenals. 
Thus Japan’s m erchant princes 
have strengthened their bold over 
the Cabinet. Before the war, they 
never were too sym pathetic with 
th Japanese m ilitary. And as the 
w ar 
goes 
increasingly 
against 
Japan, it is possible that the m er­ 
chant princes may try to dump the 
m ilitary entirely and sue for a soft 
peace. They may try to sell the 
idea that the Allies can come to a 
“safe” agreem ent with the “mod­ 
erate” elements in Japan. Though 
how long it will last is problem ati­ 
cal.

Besides the $1.50 per acre pay­ 
ment which can be earned for es­ 
tablishing a rye W inter cover crop, I 
those who seed fields which have j 
2 percent or greater slope may be 1 
drilling the rye on the contour ( arn 
an additional 50 cents an acre, j 
Moreover, if the rye is lined as a 
nurse crop for new seedings of 


grasses or legumes seeded in the 
Fall of 1944, the farm er may earn 
an additional paym ent by apply­ 
ing fertilizer to such new seeding. 
Thia payment amounts to $4 75 per 
IOO lbs. of available phosphate or, 
for
